All  persons  furnishing-  materials  or  service  for  the  City,  or  aid  to 
City  Paupers,  should  be  particular  to  talvc  the  name  of  the  person 
orderiny-  sucli  service,  material  or  aid,  and  should  Jcnoio  that  the  per- 
son is  duly  autliorized  to  contract  said  liability. 

The  City  will  not  be  holden  for  merchandise  sold  or  delivered  on 
City  Pauper  account,  except  on  the  written  order  of  the  Overseer  of 
the  Poor,  and  for  no  longer  time  than  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  qualitled. 

Duplicate  copies  will  be  required  of  all  bills  payable  by  the  City  fur- 
nished on  county  Pauper  account. 

All  bills  ayainst  the  City  must  be  approved  by  the  person  authorizing- 
the  charge ;  and  unless  this  is  done  no  action  can  be  had  upon  tlie  1)111 
by  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  and  ]io  order  will  be  given  for  its  pay- 
ment. 

"When  Inlls  are  certified  to  as  above,  and  left  with  tlie  City  Clerk 
before  twelve  o'clock  of  tin;  day  of  meeting  of  tlie  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts, they  will  be  audited  by  tliem,  and  if  approved,  be  ready  for 
payment  on  the  Wednesday  following.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Sec.  3  of  *'  An 
ordinance  relative  to  the  Fire  Department,"  the  under- 
signed respectfully  submits  his  annual  report. 

During  the  year  the  following  fires  and  alarms  have 
occurred : — 

June  4:th,  1SG8.  Barn  in  rear  of  the  Concord  Railroad 
Passenger  Station,  owned  by  the  Road  and  occupied  by 
B.  Biddle.  Supposed  incendiary.  Total  loss,  $800  ;  no 
insurance. 

July  14:1k.  Four-story  brick  building  fronting  on  Depot 
square,  owned  by  Warde,  Humphrey  &  Co.,  and  Charles 
Austin.  Supposed  to  have  originated  from  sparks  from  a 
forge,  or  from  friction  of  machinery.  Occupied  by  J. 
Palmer  &  Co.,  spring  makers;  J.  S.  Webster  &  Son, 
machinists ;  Secomb  &  Pillsbury,  Charles  Austin  and 
Charles  E.  Austin,  instrument  makers.

These  losses  sum  up  $20,220,  partially  covered  by  an 
insurance  of  $15,220;  an  exhibit,  compared  with  the  losses 
of  the  previous  year,  of  a  most  gratifying  character.  Three 
of  these  fires  occurred  in  the  night,  in  large  and  valuable 
blocks,  and  it  is  but  simple  justice  to  the  Department  to 
say  that  through  their  prompt  and  efficient  services,  with 
well  concerted  efforts  and  good  judgment,  the  flames  were 
held  in  check  and  most  serious  conflagrations  prevented. 
This  credit  has  been  freely  accorded  hy  the  underwriters 
and  adjusters  of  the  various  insurance  companies  inter- 
ested, who  have  visited  and  inspected  the  premises.  Li 
this  connection  it  may  be  opportune  to  speak  of  the  sub- 
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ject  of  insurance.  Our  city  of  late  years  having  entailed 
au  unenviable  reputation  for  frequent  and  disastrous  fires, 
with  well  founded  suspicions  of  incendiarism,  has  experi- 
enced gradualh'  advancing  premiums,  reaching  a  point 
now  excessive  and  burdensome,  and  compared  with  rates 
on  corresponding  property  in  other  large  towns  and  in 
cities,  manifestly  unequal  and  oppressive.  Policy  holders 
have  been  made  to  feel  this  condition  of  things  so  sensibly 
that  it  has  become  a  source  of  loud  and  general  complaint. 
I  have  made  au  effort  to  ascertain  the  amount  annually 
paid  out  for  premiums  on  property  insured  in  this  city, 
but  in  the  absence  of  authentic  data,  I  have  consulted  and 
accepted  the  estimates  of  persons  who  have  more  thoroughly 
investigated  this  matter,  and  who  are  w^ell  posted  in  insu- 
rance statistics,  and  predicating  my  statement  upon  their 
opinions,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  sum  will 
reach,  nearl}^,  or  quite,  $75,000;  an  amount  Jive  times  in 
excess  of  the  losses  for  the  year;  showing  most  conclusively 
that  the  demand  for  a  reduction  is  both  equitable  and  rea- 
sonable, and  should  be  conceded  by  the  undc]' writers. 

In  order  to  show  the  decrease  in  the  cost  of  fire  service 
of  the  Department  since  its  re-organization,  I  subjoin  a 
statement  of  the  last  five  semi-annual  pay  rolls ;  the  first 
two  payments  under  the  old  ordinance ;  the  third,  one- 
half  under  the  old  and  one-half  under  the  new ;  and  the 
last  tAvo  under  the  new  alone  : —

This  decrease  is  more  readily  seen  by  taking  a  year 
under  the  old  ordinance,  shown  in  the  first  two  payments, 
amounting  to  $5503.09,  and  a  year  under  the  neio  ordi- 
nance,  shown  in   the   last  two   payments,   amounting  to 

*The  new  ordinance  went  into  efiect  Xovembcr  1.  1867. 
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$3,114.25;  giving  a  decrease  of  $2,388.84;  more  than 
three-fourl5is  of  the  current  yearly  running  expenses. 

A  new  and  serviceable  four-wheel  carriage,  manufactured 
by  the  Amoskcag  Manufacturing  Company,  from  a  model 
adopted  by  the  city  of  Boston,  has  been  furnished  "  Eagle 
Hose."  It  was  much  needed,  and  its  introduction  has  in- 
fused an  interest  which  has  advanced  and  perfected  the 
discipline  and  efficiency  of  this  Compjiny.  The  carriage 
will  reel  1500  feet  of  hose.  Its  cost  was  $600,  and  it  was 
paid  for  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Engine  No.  3  to 
the  town  of  Hanover,  for  an  equal  sum. 

For  two  years  past  the  cement  conduit  leading  from  the 
large  reservoir  in  the  High  School  yard  through  School  to 
Main  street,  and  thence  up  and  down  Main  street  to  the 
reservoirs,  one  in  front  of  the  State  House  and  the  other 
at  tlie  intersection  of  ]Main  and  Pleasant  streets,  has  so  far 
decayed  as  to  be  deemed  unreliable,  and,  in  several  in- 
stances, during  the  jjrogress  of  fires,  when  the  full  head  of 
water  was  let  on,  has  burst,  necessitating  a  change  of  the 
location  of  steamers  at  a  critical  time  and  to  the  great  peril 
of  property.  Seasonaldc  repairs  had  been  made,  but  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  the  unserviceable  condition  of  this 
pipe  became  more  apparent,  and  that  portion  leading  from 
the  lower  w^ell  in  School  street,  fronting  the  Post  Office, 
thence  through  Main  street  to  the  State  House  reservoir, 
was  taken  up,  and  its  place  supplied  with  an  8-inch  iron 
pipe,  at  an  expense  of  about  $800.  During  the  Avinter, 
obstructions  were  found  to  exist  in  the  upper  section  of 
this  old  pipe  in  School  street,  between  the  reservoir  and 
the  upper  well  opposite  the  residence  of  Nathaniel  White, 
indicating  its  decay  there  also  ;  and  to  provide  against  any 
contingency  of  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  water  for  fire 
purposes  in  the  compact  portion  of  Main  street,  and  to 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  operations  of  the  steamers,  I 
caused  a  line  of  6-inch  pipe  to  be  laid  from  the  tank  of 
the  large  holder  of  the  Gas-Light  Company  to  the  passway 
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ill  roar  of  the  Exchange  Building,  at  a  cost  of  oyly  $170. 
At  this  point  a  steamer  can  set  and  couple  with  great  ra- 
pidity, and  coinniand  with  thirty  honrs'  supply  of  water, 
not  onl}'  the  buildings  fronting  on  Main  street,  but  the  en- 
tire rear  on  its  east  side  from  Centre  to  Pleasant  streets, 
including  the  mass  of  wooden  buildings  there  located,  and 
the  valuable  property  of  the  Concord  and  Northern  Rail- 
road Corporations. 

I  would  recommend  the  displacement  of  the  remaining 
portion  of  this  old  cement  pipe  and  the  substitution  of 
iron.  It  will  require  about  350  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  from 
the  reservoir  to  the  lower  well  in  School  street  to  connect 
with  the  pipe  laid  from  the  latter  point  to  the  State  House 
reservoir,  referred  to  above  ;  and  550  feet  additional  from 
School  to  Warren  street;  thence  to  the  Pleasant  street 
reservoir  a  G-inch  pipe  will  suffice,  requiring  about  400 
feet.  Wells,  with  adjustable  gates,  from  which  the  steam- 
ers can  draft,  should  be  placed  on  this  line  at  the  foot  of 
School  and  Warren  streets.  The  estimated  expense  of  this 
work  is  about  $1800.  I  do  not  make  these  recommenda- 
tions without  having  looked  over  the  ground  of  expediency 
carefully  and  considerately.  The  capacity  of  the  High 
School  reservoir  has  been  tested  in  times  of  extreme 
drought  and  has  never  failed,  but  it  can  be  greatly  in- 
creased by  laying  the  new  pipe  one  foot  or  more  lower,  as 
should  have  been  done  w^hen  the  old  pipe  was  laid,  and  by 
proper  guards  from  filtering  through  its  ditch.  Again,  in 
case  of  the  introduction  of  pure  water  from  Long  Pond, 
or  any  other  source,  these  pipes  and  reservoirs  will  alike 
be  required,  and  the  investment  still  remain  profitable  to 
our  city. 

Ill  early  autumn  two  new  reservoirs  were  constructed 
under  my  superintendence,  both  of  jug  form,  built  of  brick 
and  cement.  One  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Pleasant 
streets  of  1500  cubic  feet  capjicity,  costing  about  $500, 
connecting  with  the  pipes  from  the  High  School  reservoir, 
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„,,,(  supplying  a  steamer,  playing  two  streams,  for  about 
^t;^i,ute;  giving  ample  time  to  open  the  gates  auc 
bring  down  the  water  from  the  reservoir.  The  other  at 
the  Wction  of  Pine  and  Orehard  streets,  of  about  2500 
elic  feet:  capacity,  and  costing  about  $650,  supphed  by 
the  Torrent  iqueduet  Association.  For  strength  andclu-

•ednced  to  nearly  one-half  the  amount  incurred  in  fomrer 
yet  pr  or  to  the  re-organi.ation  of  the  Fire  Departmen  , 
Ind  now,  in  view  of  the  many  valuable  buildings  which 
Tdorn  om-  eity  and  which  yearly  are  in  P'-- of  e.ec.o 

addiu-  to  its  wealth  and  beauty,  we  can  well  afioid  to 

expeml  the  amount  thus  saved  in  providing  ample  means 

of  protection. 
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In  conclusion,  I  tender  my  sincere  acknowledgments  to 
the  Fire  Committee  and  other  members  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment for  their  aid  in  my  administration  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  to  my  Assistants  for  their  cordial  co-operation 
in  service  ;  and  to  the  entire  Department  for  a  constant 
and  cheerful  compliance  with  my  orders  and  a  prompt 
execution  of  my  plans.  All  have  been  emulous  of  honora- 
ble reputation,  the  reward  for  which  is  found  in  the  confi- 
dence of  our  citizens.

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AN  OEDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  THE  FIEE  DEPARtSeXT. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Concord,  asfolloios: 

Section  l.  The  tire  department  shall  consist  of  a  chief  engineer, 
seven  assistant  engineers,  (four  of  whom  shall  reside  witliin  the  Pre- 
cinct,) and  engine-men,  hose-men  and  hook-and-ladder-men,  to  be 
divided  into  companies,  as  follows  :  Steamers  Nos.  1  and  2,  twelve  men 
each,  including  an  engineer;  Hose  Company  No.  1,  twelve  men;  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  No.  1,  twenty-four  men;  Hydrant  and  Hose 
Company  No.  1,  twenty-four  men;  Hydrant  and  Hose  Company  No.  2, 
twelve  men ;  Engine  Companies  Nos.  *6  and  7,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  thirty-five  men  each ;  Engine  Company  No.  8,  not  less 
than  forty  nor  more  than  fifty  men ;  and  the  appointment  of  said  engi- 
neers and  other  members  of  the  department  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  in  the  month  of  February,  annually  :  Provided,  however, 
That  vacancies  may  be  filled  at  any  time.  And  the  said  assistant  engi- 
neers shall  constitute  the  board  of  engineers  and  shall  perform  the 
duties  and  exercise  the  powers  of  tire-wards.  No  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed a  member,  of  either  of  the  aforesaid  companies  who  is  less  than 
twenty-one  or  more  than  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  fire  the  chief  engineer  shall  have  the  sole  and 
absolute  control  and  command  over  all  the  engineers  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  department,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  exercise  supervision  of 
the  entire  apparatus  which  may  l)e  in  use. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  or  captain  of  each  engine, 
hose,  hydrant  and  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  company  at  least  once  a 
month,  and  also  \\ithin  one  day  after  every  fire  at  which  said  company 
may  have  attended,  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  fire  apparatus 
belonging  to  his  respective  company,  and  report  any  deficiency  which 
may  exist  to  the  chief  engineer;  and  the  chief  engineer  shall  report 
annmilly,  in  the  month  of  February,  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  stating 
in  his  report  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  engineers, 
and  of  each  of  the  compaines.  He  shall  also  cause  all  necessary  re- 
l^airs  to  be  made  upon  reservoirs  and  the  apparatus  of  the  department. 

Sec.  4.  In  tlie  absence  of  the  chief  engineer,  the  next  assistant  engi- 
neer in  rank,  who  may  be  present,  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chief  engineer ;  and  the  seniority  in  rank  of  the  engi- 
neers shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  engineers  at  their  first  meet- 
ing. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  fire  department, 
whenever  M\y  fire  shall  break  out  in  the  city,  forthwith  to  repair  to 
their  respective  engines -and  other  apparatus,  to  convey  the  same  to  or 
near  the  place  where  the  fire  may  be,  place  themselves  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  chief  aiul  other  engineers,  and  upon  permission  of  tlie  chief 
or  presiding  engineer,  in  an  orderly  manner,  to  return  such  engine  and 
apparatus  to  their  respective  places  of  deposit;  provided  that  in  the  ab- 

*  The  niuTibci's  of  these  Companies  have  been  changed  by  the  Board  ot  Engineers ; 
No.  8  now  is  designated  as  No.  1 ;  No.  7  as  No.  9;  No.  6  as  No.  3;  each  taking  the 
number  of  the  Ward  in  which  it  is  respectively  located. 
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sence  of  all  the  eii^rinoci"*.  •'=ii<^'h  permission  and  all  orders  shall  proceed 
from  their  respective  foremen. 

Sec.  6.  Each  company  of  the  department  shall  take  out  their  re- 
spective eni>;iues  and  apparatus  for  exercise  as  often  as  the  cliief  (rn<;i- 
neer  shall  direct.  And  sucli  exercise  sliall  be  directed  and  re(iuired  by 
the  cliief  engineer  not  oftener  than  once  a  month  and  at  least  once  in 
two  months. 

Skc.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer  of  each  steamer  to  keep 
his  machine  at  all  times  in  pei-fect  order  and  repair,  and  in  readiness 
for  immediate  service,  and  of  the  other  members  thereof,  to  take  in 
charge  the  hose  of  said  company,  liaving  tlie  same  in-operly  dried  and 
reeled  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  use  at  any  Hre,  and  otherwise  to  per- 
form anj^  necessary  duty  which  their  foreman  may  direct. 

Skc.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teamster  of  each  steamer  to  take 
charge  of  the  horses  attached  to  his  company,  to  groom  and  otherwise 
properly  attend  them,  to  keep  the  stables  in  a  cleanly  and  orderly  con- 
dition, and  to  act  as  stewards  of  the  steamers'  house,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  chief  engineer. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  other  engine,  hose,  and  hjalrant 
and  hose  company  to  have  their  engine,  hose  and  other  apparatus 
cleaned,  washed,  oiled,  reeled  and  housed  unmediately  after  their  re- 
turn from  any  fire  or  service,  and  at  all  times  to  maintain  the  same  in 
good  condition. 

Sec.  10.  All  members  of  the  department,  when  on  duty,  shall  wear 
some  suitable  badge,  to  be  determined  upon  by  the  board  of  engineers. 
Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  board  of  engineers  to  inquire  for 
and  examine  into  all  places  where  shavings  and  other  combustible  ma- 
terials may  be  collected  or  deposited ;  and  cause  the  same  to  be  re- 
moved by  the  tenants  or  occupants  of  such  places,  or  at  their  expense, 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  or  of  any  committee  of  said 
board,  such  removal  may  be  necessary  to  the  security  of  the  city 
against  fire. 

Sec.  12.  The  pay  of  the  members  of  the  department  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  Within  the  Precinct — Chief  Engineer,  $100  per  annum;  Assistant 
Engineers.  $25  per  annum;  Engineers  of  Steamers,  $100  per  annum; 
Members  of  Steamers,  $25  per  annum ;  Members  of  Hose  Company, 
$25  per  annum;  Members  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Companj-,  $18  per 
annum;  Members  of  Hydrant  and  Hose  Company,  $15  per  annum. 
Withotit  the  Precinct — For  Engine  Companies  Nos.  6  and  7,  the  sum  of 
$200  per  annum  each,  and  for  Engine  Company  Xo.  8,  the  sum  of  $400 
per  annum — to  be  divided  among  tlie  members  as  each  Company  may 
direct  upon  its  pay-roll.  For  Assistant  Engineers  at  East  and  West 
Concord,  ten  dollars  each ;  and  for  Assistant  Engineer  at  Fisherville, 
fifteen  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  For  each  absence  from  fire  or  neglect  of  duty,  the  chief 
and  assistant  engineers  and  engineers  of  steamers  shall  be  lined  three 
dollars  each,  and  each  other  member  of  the  department  one  dollar : 
Provided,  however.  That  any  fireman,  liable  as  above,  may,  in  case  of 
temporary  absence  or  sickness,  have  power  of  substitution  by  giving 
notice,  each  assistant  eniiineer  to  the  chief,  and  eacli  otlier  member  to 
the  foreman  of  his  company.  And  the  clerk  of  tlie  board  of  engineers 
and  of  each  company  shall  make  returns  of  all  fines  ui)on  tlieir  rolls, 
and  such  fines  shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  parties  incurring 
them. 

Sec.  14.  The  pay-rolls  of  the  board  of  engineers  and  of  the  several 
fire  companies  shall  be  made  up  and  sworn  to  by  tlie  cliief  and  clerk  for 
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the  board  of  engineers,  and  by  the  foreman  and  clerk  of  each  company, 
respectively,  and  retnrned  to  the  board  of  engineers  for  approval ;  and, 
after  the  action  of  the  said  engineers  and  the  sanction  of  the  City 
Council,  said  pay-rolls  shall  be  passed  over  to  the  City  Marshal,  under 
whose  sole  direction  all  sums  for  services  of  firemen  shall  be  disbursed. 

Sec.  15.  The  clerks  of  the  several  companies  shall  make  up  their 
pay-rolls  semi-annually,  on  tlie  first  day  of  Februaiy  and  August,  re- 
spectively, and  payment  thereon  shall  be  immediately  thereafter,  agree- 
ably to  the  foregoing  section ;  and  said  clerks  shall  be  allowed  six  dol- 
lars per  annum  each  for  their  services. 

Sec.  16.  No  charges  for  extra  service  by  any  member  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  be  allowed,  imless  upon  a  written  order  of  a  member  of  the 
board  of  engineers. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Marshal  and  the  police 
force  under  his  control,  to  have  in  charge  all  matters  relating  to  the 
removal  and  protection  of  personal  property,  endangered  by  fire;  and 
any  person  entering  a  building  or  removing  property,  in  contra- 
vention of  the  orders  of  said  City  Marshal,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  police  court  of  this  city. 

Sec.  18.  Any  volunteer  company,  using  the  apparatus  of  the  city  at 
any  fire,  shall  be  vmder  the  control  and  command  of  the  chief  engineer 
and  his  assistants  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  19.  This  ordinance  shall  take  eff"ect  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  November  next ;  and  all  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the  px'ovisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

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OVERSEER  OF  THE  POOR  FOR  WARDS  3,  4,   5  AND  6. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Concord  : 

The  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  Wards,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report,  commencing  with  May,  1868, 
the  date  of  his  appointment,  to  the  close  of  the  financial  year, 
ending  with  January  31,  1869,  embracing  a  period  of  nine 
months  only.  There  was  received  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
applications  for  aid.  Thirty  families,  numbering  one  hundred 
and  two  persons,  have  received  more  or  less  assistance  during 
the  past  nine  months.  This  number  does  not  include  transient 
persons  or  those  at  the  Poor  Farm,  or  in  the  other  three  remain- 
ing wards. 

Of  the  214  applications  for  aid,  each  has  received  our  personal 
attention,  and  in  no  case,  it  is  believed,  has  your  charit}'  been 
withheld,  or  aid  denied,  where  satisfactory  evidence  was  fur- 
nished of  actual  necessity,  by  reason  of  age,  sickness  or  other 
unavoidable  calamity ;  while  professional  beggars  have  inva- 
riably received  but  slight  consideration  at  our  hands. 

The  supplies  furnished  have  consisted  principally  of  substan- 
tial provisions  and  wood.  Seldom  are  we  required  to  furnish 
clothing,  and,  in  but  few  instances,  is  house  rent  paid  by  the 
city.  All  cases  of  sickness  requiring  medical  treatment,  have, 
on  application,  been  promptly  rendered  by  our  obliging  and  effi- 
cient City  Physician. 

There  has  been  supported  by  the  city,  at  an  expense  of  about 
$260,  five  boys  at  the  State  Reform  School,  committed  for  crime 
the  past  year.     This  has  been  about  the  average  number  annu- 
ally supported  by  the  city  in  that  institution  for  se^'eral  years 
past. 
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At  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  there  has  been  supported  by  the 
city  the  past  year  eight  insane  persons,  at  a  cost  of  about  Si 800. 
After  deducting  the  amount  annually  received  from  other  towns 
in  the  State  for  aid  furnished  those  having  a  settlement  else- 
where, and  also  what  is  sometimes  refunded,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Reform  School  and  Asylum  bills  constitute  nearl}',  or  quite, 
one-half  of  our  whole  pauper  expenses  for  the  year. 

A  more  definite  statement  of  the  pauper  expenses  of  the  four 
wards  above  enumerated  cannot  well  be  made,  since  all  bills  for 
this  department  are  charged  under  one  common  head  and  paid 
from  the  same  common  fund.  The  total  pauper  expenses  for  the 
year  will  appear  in  its  place  in  the  Kcport  of  Receipts  and  Ex- 
penditures. 

Aid  furnished  count}'  paupers  is  a  distinct  and  separate  ac- 
count, to  be  refunded  to  the  city  on  settlement  had  with  the 
County  Commissioners .

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The  gross  receipts  from  sale  of  lots  in  this  cemetery  are  ap- 
plied one-half  to  the  payment  of  interest  and  towards  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  principal  of  the  debt  incurred  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land ;  the  other  half  in  improvements  and  for 
general  superintendence.  There  is  now  due  on  notes  for  this 
purchase  the  sum  of  $3697.00,  (less  $142.96  in  tlie  hands  of  the 
City  Treasurer  to  be  applied,)  with  the  interest  paid  in  full  to 
December  1,  1868.  The  amount  received  from  sales  during  the 
year  1867-68  was  $1004.88;  for  1868-69,  $676.30;  decrease,

An  orderly  and  cleanly  condition  of  the  cemetery  is  at  all 
times  indispensable,  entailing  a  considerable  expenditure,  and 
the  limited  sum  placed  at  our  disposal  gives  but  little  surplus 
for  general  improvements.  A  chapel,  gateway  and  fountains 
would  greatly  adorn  these  grounds,  and  we  trust  that  private 
liberality  ma}",  by  the  by,  furnish  the  means  to  carry  out  these 
enterprises.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY, 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Concord: 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  Pul)lic  Library  of  the  Citj- 
of  Concord,  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report.  During  tlie 
year  there  have  been  added  to  the  Library,  by  purchase,  27& 
vols. ;  1)3'  donation,  2  vols.  International  magazines  from  Ben- 
jamin Green  ;  4  vols.  Congressional  Documents  from  Hon.  A.  H. 
Cragin.  The  whole  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  now 
4884.  At  the  time  of  the  annual  examination,  February  1st, 
107  volumes  were  missing  from  the  shelves.  Of  these,  49  have 
since  been  returned,  leaving  58  to  be  accounted  for.  Of  the 
missing  volumes,  36  were  gone  at  the  last  previous  examination , 
and  are  doubtless  lost.  This  is  a  ver}^  small  loss  for  a  library 
that  has  circulated  so  extensively  as  has  our  Public  Library,  and 
speaks  well  for  the  care  of  the  Librarian  and  for  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  regarded  by  the  public. 

The  number  of  subscribers  the  past  year  was  648,  a  decrease 
of  21  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of 
volumes  charged  to  subscribers  was  16,869,  which  is  an  average 
circulation  of  each  volume  of  between  three  and  four  times. 
There  are  few  libraries  that  give  greater  indication  of  being 
adapted  to  the  objects  for  which  they  were  founded. 

The  following  volumes  have  been  purchased  with  the  interest 
from  the  Lyon  legacy :  Cassell's  Natural  Ilistor^^,  4  vols. :  Par- 
ton's  Life  of  Aaron  Burr,  2  vols. ;  Parkman's  French  Pioneers  of 
America ;  Eliot's  History  of  Liberty,  4  vols.  ;  History  of  the 
39tli  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  ;  Baker's  Secret  Service  ;  History  of 
the  U.  S.  Christian  Commission ;  Birds  of  New  England  ;  Expe- 
dition to  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  2  vols  ;  White's  History  of  France, 
3  vols.  ;  Muspratt's  Applied  Chemistry,  2  vols.  ;  Gosse's  Even- 
ings at  the  Microscope ;  Ross  BroMue's  Resources  of  the  Pacific 
Slopes. 
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The  increase  from  donation  has  been  small.  There  are  many 
people  in  our  city  who  might  easily  give  one  or  two  volumes 
each  3'ear,  and  these  donations  would  in  time  result  in  a  large 
aggregate  of  good.  We  trust  that  the  increase  from  this  source 
will  be  more  considerable  in  the  future.
